FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE, 


Reports received yesterday by the Department 
of Agriculture from various districts in Ireland 
with regard to foot-and-mouth disease were 
satisfactory. Meanwhile, the restriction with 
regard to.the sending of cattle from Ireland to 
British ports is strictly enforced. 

The Order limiting thé numbers of live stock 
for. shipment across Channel will, it is believed, 
imam tely affect the prices of caitie in Ire- 
land, and it is thought that, with a surplus of 
cattle on hands in Ireland, beef prices will fall 
to their old level or even below the fairly mode- 
rate rates obtaining some time back. If the 
prohibition against the full tide of stock exports 
continues in operation at Dublin port—where 


most at all other Irish ports together—a very 
fair case will arise for a demand on the part of 
the consumer for a cheapening of beef prices. 
“The Order should cheapen beef prices, said a 
shipper at the port, and he is a man who 
presumably knows what available stocks are 
temporarily held up at this side of the water. 

The general belief at the port of Dublin yes- 
tergey was that “a mare’s nest” had been 
discovered across Channel, and that the prohibi- 
tion of shipments under ordinary conditions from 
Dublin would not long continue in operation. 
Large notices were posted along the shipping 
quays intimating the compulsory disinfection ot 
drovers, bullock men, and others landing from 
places in England in any way convenient to the 
area where the susnected animals came under 
notice. Fat beasts for immediate slaughter are 
not included in the edict against exports of live 
stock, but other classes will probably feel the 
effects of the Denartment’s Order.

NEW REGULATIONS. 


The London Gazette of last mght contains an 
Order in Council amending the Vefence of the 
Realm Regulations as follows :— 

The following Regulation shall be 
tuted for Regulation 10 :— 

“The competent naval or military authority 
or the Minister of Munitions may, by order, 
require all or any licensed premises within any 
area specified in the Order to be closed either 
altogether or subject to such exceptions as to 
hours and purposes and to compliance with 
such directions as may be specified, and make 
such provisions as he thinks necessary for pre- 
venting epreee in any licensed premises within 
any area specified.” 

After Regulation 10 B the following Regula- 
tion shall be inserted :— 

“10 €—Where it appears that the use of any 
premises for public singing, dancing, music, or 
other public entertainment is prejudicial to the 
discipline of His Majesty's Forces or to the pro- 
duction ef war material, such premises may ba.

The Imperial War Conference. 


The new Government is getting to work 
with a speed and thoroughness which must 
gladden the country's heart. Just a week 
ago, in his first speech as Prime Minister, 
Mr. Lloyd George announced the great 
project of an Imperial War Conference. 
To-day we learn that invitations have been 
sent to the Prime Ministers of all the self- 
governing Domimions, and that the Con- 
ference is likely to meet before the end of 
February. e invitations were issued on 
Christmas Day, and we accept the omen. 
The coming Conference, though designed 
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ment by Pokrowski, the 
Foreign Minister, which we print to-day. 
The British Goverr ment must now under- 


take a series of formidable tasks. It must 


recruit and equip new armies, organise 
national service, regulate food supplies, 
control shipping and mimes, and deal with 
war profits. We assame that the advice 
of the Imperial War Conference will be 


sought on all these matters. Some of, 
them—such as the organisation of national 
‘setvice and thecontrol of mines—are lóktal, 


as contrasted with Imperial, problems ; 
but even on these the counsel of the 


‘| Dominion Prime Ministers will be valu- 


able. Most of them are successful men 
of affairs, with long experience of com- 
merce and finance. When they are 
assembled in London they will form a 
body far more akin to the “new blood” 
which Mr. Lloyd George has introduced 
into his Ministry than to the typical poli- 
tician of Mr. Asquith’s Cabinet. There 
are, moreover, scme vital matters in 
which the co-operation of the Dominion 
Prime Ministers will be not only useful, 
but essential. It cannot fail to give a 
stimulus to recruiting in the Dominions,

Serbia, are to be made over to an 
“antonomous Southern Slav State,” under 
these German demands produced the 
recent political crisis in Austria-Hungary. 
Its development has revealed in the new 
Emperor an unexpected spirit of inde-

At a moment when the 
question of Austro-Hungarian relations 
with Germany and the question of peace 
negotiations make the post of Minister for 
Foreign Affairs the most important of all, 
he has dismissed Baron Burian, the agent 
of the masterful Hungarian Premier, 
Count Tisza. As if this rebuff to the 
Magyars and their German friends were 
not enough, the Emperor has appointed 
in his place Count Czernin, a member of 
a Bohemian Slav family and one of the 
most unpopular Austro-Hungarian states- 
men in Budapest and Berlin. It remains to 


.be seen with what success the young Em-

field. No plans for the regulation of 
food supplies, the increase of food produc- 
tion, and the control of shipping can be 
complete without this co-operation, for in 
these matters there must be the closest 
inter-relation between the mother country 
and the Dominions. It is too soon, per- 
haps, to speculate about the third subject 
on the agenda of the War Conference— 
“the problems which will immediately 
arise” after the Allies find themselves 
able to “assent to the termination “ of the 
war. It is probable that they will include 
the question of Imperial migration and the 
exceedingly important problem of the deve- 
lopment and organisation of Imperial 
trade and industry. Our readers must 
be prepared for an attempt to raite the 
question of an Irish settlement at the War 
Conference after the terms of peace have 
been arranged. Mr. Lloyd George has in- 
dicated clearly that he has not abandoned 
hope of such a settlement at the earliest 
possible moment. We shall only say now 
that Ireland’s record of war service is not 
likely to inspire the Conference with any 
cordial zeal for her political claims. 

The Imperial War Conference will do 
great and valuable work, but, after all, 
its most splendid significance lies in. the 
fact that it is the finest symbol of Imperial 
unity which any crisis in modern history 
has produced.

Whether the President will press the national 
aspiration for representation at the Peace Con- 
ference I am unable at the present time to 
state, but it can be said with full knowledge, 
that strong pressure will be put upon him, and 
that this movement should not be treated 
lightly.

The Secretary of State for the Colonies (Mr. 
Walter Long) communicates the following, sent 
by him to the self-governjng Dominions on the

“T wish to explain. that what His Majesty's 
Government contemplates is not a session of the 
ordinary Imperial Conference, but a special War 
Conference of the Empire. They, therefore, in- 
vite your Prime Minister to attend a series of 
special and e=tinuous meetings of the War 
Cabinet, im order to consider 

Urgent questions affecting the prosecution 
of the war; 

The possible conditions on which, in agree 
ment with our Allies, we could assent te its 
termination; and 

The problems which will then Immediately 
arise. . 

“ For the purpose of these meetinga, your Prime 
Minister would be a member of the Wap 
Cabinet. In view of the extreme urgency of 
the subjects of discussion, as well as of their 
supreme importance, it is hoped that your 
Prime Minister may find it possible, in spite of 
the serious inconvenience involved, to attend at 
an early date, not later than the end af 
February. 

“ While His Majesty’s Government earnestly 
desire the presence of your Prime Minister him- 
self, they hope that if he sees insuperable diffi- 
culty he will carefully consider the question of 
nominating a substitute, as they would regard is 
as a serious misfortune if any Dominion were 
left unrepresented.”’ 

The Secretary of State for India sent to the 
Viceroy on the 24th December a telegram on 
the same subject, setting forth the imtention of 
the Government to hold a special War Com 
ference of the Empire, and stating that they 
had invited Prime Ministers of the self- 
governing Dominions to attend.

OPINIONS OF THE GERMAN 


to open formal Mr dA i wr i 
Entente Powers, the Neutral Conference for 
Continuous Mediation has made an attempt to 
obtain expressions of opinion on this new deve- 
lopment of the international situation from re- 
presentative statesmen and leaders in neutral 
countries. The questions ad to them 
were as follows :— 

1. Why should the proposal of the Central 
Powers be accepted or rejected by the Entente ? 

2. What are your constructive ideas of the 
coming peace 
_In imviting ‘these expressions of opinion par- 
ticular care was taken to give a hearing to eo 
sonalities known to have pronounced sympathies 
for one group of belligerefits or the other, as 
well as to men holding views less pronounced, 
so as to ensure, as far as possible, a faithful 
representation of all shades of opinion. Though 
many public men in the neutral countries natu- 
rally desired to be cautious in pronouncing their 
views at this stage, the Neutral Conference has 

mn successful in gathering an impressive con- 
course of opinion from prominent men in a 
number of European neutral countries, as well 
as in America. 

Among the replies received are the follow- 


ing :-— 

Christian L. Lange, General Secretary of the 
Inter-Parligmentary Union in Christiania :'— 

“There is hope that it may sooner or later 
come to peaca negotiations in one form or 
another, but the form in which it is done is by 
no means a matter of indifference. I hope that 
the Entente will demand to be informed of the 
concrete contents of the proposals of the Cen- 
tral Powers, but that at the same time they 
will be ready themselves to make plain their 
own fundamental conditions. In my opinion, 
if only negotiations are started on the basis of 
a durable peace, opportunities will offer them- 
selves io clear up the whole situation.” 

Dr. Morgenstierne, Professor of Political 
Science and Rector of the University of 
Christiania :— 

“T am of the same opinion as Dr. Lange, but 
T am afraid that the conditions and assumptions 
of the warring parties are too conflicting to give 
much hope of an immediate pacific settlement. 
At all events, I shonld consider the beginning 
of negotiations a useful step.” 

NOT VERY PROMISING.

SEQUEL TO AMERICAN 


PEACE NOTE. 


Telegraphing yesterday, the Morning Post's 
Own Correspondent at Washington says—In 
eertain cireles there is a well-grounded belief 
that one of the reasons that induced the Presi- 
dent to send his peace Note was the expectation 
and the hope that the United States would Le 
given representation at the Peace Conference. 
the opinion is held by a great many Americans, 
and it is possibly shared by the President him- 
self, that the United States should be repre- 
sented at, and have a voice in, the discussion 
and determination of the terms of peace. Many 
prominent Amevicans claim this as thei right, 
and the claim receives the support of the sec- 
tion of the Press which is ignorant of the fact 
that only the nations who make war are the 
nations who have the right to- determine the 
basis. on which peace shall be made. It has 
been pointed out that it would be contrary to 
all precedent for a neutral to be admitted to a 
Peace Conference, but Americans assert that 
they care nothing for precedent, and that it is 
necessary for them to be represented at the 
Peace Conference, in order to protect thew 
rights. This, of course, refers ‘more especially 
to Japan. These Americans say that Japan 
will gain by the Peace Treaty, and that it will 
be imperative for the United States to ascertain 
to what extent her own interests are Laenaced. 
Whether the President will press the national 
aspiration for representation at the Peace Con- 
ference I am upable at the present time to 
state, but it can be said with full knowledge, 
that strong pressure will be put upon him, and 
that this movement should net be treated 
lightly. 


AUSTRIA REPLIES TO DR. 
WILSON’S NOTE. 

A Vienna official telegram announces that the 
Austro-Hungarian Government has handed to 
the United States Ambassador its reply to 
President Wilson s Peace Note.

The Secretary of State for the Colonies (Mr. 
Walter Long) communicates the following, sent 
by him to the self-governing Dominions on the 
25th December :— 

“TI wish to explain that what His Majesty's

They, therefore, in- 
vite your Prime Minister to attend a series of 
special and eo-tinuous meetings of the War 
Cabinet, in order to consider 

Urgent questions affecting the prosecution 
of the war;

termination; and 

The problems which will then Immediately 
arise. 

“ For the purpose of these meetings, your Prime 
Minister would be a member of the War 
Cabinet. In view of the extreme urgency of 
the subjects of discussion, as well as of their 
supreme importance, it is hoped that your 
Prime Minister may find it possible, in spite of 
the serious inconvenience involved, to attend at 
an early date, not later than the end @ 
February. 

“ While His Majesty’s Government earnestly 
desire the presence of your Prime Minister hime 
self, they hope that if he sees insuperable diffi- 
culty he will carefully consider the question of 
nominating a substitute, as they would regard it 
as & serious misfortune if any Dominion were 
left umrepresented.”’ 

The Secretary of State for India sent to the 
Viceroy on the 24th December a telegram on 
the same subject, setting forth the intention of 
tha. Government to hold a special War Com 
ference of the Empire, and stating that they 
had invited the Prime Ministers of the self- 
governing Dominions to attend. 

The telegram adds :—'' His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have invited the Secretary of State for 
India to represent India at these sittings of the 
War Cabinet, of which, for that purpose, I 
shall be a member. I desire the assistance of
